United States Preparesto Inject Herself in

—Germans Iso late Themselv es By Cut­ 
ting Off Co mpletely All Means o f Co m­ 
municatio n With Outside Wo rld.

Lo ndo n. August 1 .—Altho ugh fiv e o f the great Euro pean 
po wers, Austria, England, France, Gennany and Russia are at 
war and millio ns o f men o n land and sea are under arms and 
ready to strike, the dev elo pments o f prime impo rtance were 
few to day . The cutting o f the German telegraph and telepho ne 
co nnectio ns and the sev erance o f the German Trans-Atlantic 
cable, v irtually cutting Germany o ff fro m co mmunicatio n with 
o ther co untries. 
Repo rts fro m France, Belgium, Ho lland and 
Russia ho wev er, sho wed that Germany ’s army was steadily 
mo v ing fo rward east and west and that the adv ance po sts were 
in co ntact with the o ppo sing Russian and French armies. 
In England preparatio ns were rapidly co mpleted fo r nav al 
activ ities after the declaratio n o f war last night, but the au­ 
tho rities wo uld no t permit any leakage o f news as to military 
o r nav al mo v ements. 
Sev eral German steamships in British 
waters, including the Belgia, with sev enty -three German Re­ 
serv ists and a quantity o f fo o d stuffs o n bo ard, were declared 
prizes o f war. The Maria Leo nhardt. in the Thames, suffered 
a similar fate. 
The British go v ernment to day co mmandeered 
the ho rses belo nging to the ex press co mpanies and big depart­ 
ment sto res, thus causing almo st a suspensio n o f business. 
Vo lunteers were requested fo r the British army and this 
was taken as an indicatio n that an ex peditio nary fo rce was to 
bo sent o ut, but no authentic info rmatio n o n this po int was o b­ 
tainable. 
In France the minister o f war d eclared th e mo bilizatio n 
to hav e pro ceeded satisfacto rily 
an d ev ery th in g 
to be in read­ 
iness at the fro ntier. 
As the Black Sea has been tightly clo sed by Turkey s shut- 
ting the Dardanelles and Bo spho rus in o rder to maintain her 
neutrality the Russian fleets there hav e had no difficulty in 
making captiv e many German and Austrian v essels. 
Austria and Serv ia appear to hav e sto pped their activ ities 
o r at least to hav e put a strict censo rship o n news o l an\ im­ 
po rtant ev ents as no dispatches o f impo rtance reached the 
British capital fro m tho se two co untries. 
The French fleet in the Mediterranean is repo rted to hav e 
captured o r destro y ed three German cruisers, but the dispatches 
co nflicting.

There is no reason why this nation should differ am ser­ 
ious inconvenience in business as a result of the war now being 
waged in Eurojte. 
True there have been enormous withdrawals of irold from 
thi- country by Kuropean nations and people, 
in fact before 
a general European war was considered b\ the public gener­ 
ally as a probability the shipments of gold abroad were so 
heavy as to cause comment among financiers and writers on 
iinaneial affairs. 


The heavy shipment of gold abroad, however, exerted no 
appreciable effect on business in this country and it was only 
after hostilities were actually begun that any fear at all was 
expressed th at the money market of this nation might as a c o n ­ 
seq u en ce, suffer so m e depression and even then such a fear was 
expressed only by the most timid of hankers and business men. 
The treasury ol the United States is in excellent condition 
to furnish relief for any real financial stringency resulting from 
tip* withdrawal of money by Kunqx*. 
Already the national 
government lias arranged to place live hundred millions of dol­ 
lars in the great financial centers to relieve* any strain brought 
about by heavy withdrawals. 
The closing of the New York stock exchange was a very 
wise precautionary measure on tie* part of American financiers 
because it precluded tie* possibility of flooding the country with 
American securities held in Kurope. 
The happening of such a contingency would have worked 
to the detrim ent of this nation in two ways. 
First it would 
have taken an enormous sum of money abroad and second it 
would have resulted in beating down the price of American 
securities, especially industrial stocks to a figure 
far 
below 
their real worth. 
This would have destroyed confidence of 
American financiers holding American securities and 
would 
have had only one result—a real panic. 
Provision has been made to prevent the frantic offering of 
American securities in this country at ruinous prices by Uurope, 
the government is amply able to provide the means to meet any 
unusual drain from other causes and has made arrangement to 
do so, flit* nation never enjoyed better crop prospects nor bet­ 
ter prospect for good prices for food stuffs and all that the 
bunkers and business men need do is to go along in the oven 
tenor of their way and there will not be a ripple on the surface. 
The only danger the business of the nation faces now is 
not from any real cause but from sonic innocent 
but 
weak- 
kneed brethren among tin* bankers who may start to lock up 
money without rvthin or reason. 
If any financiers should un­ 
dertake to bring on a panic for the sake of profiting in their 
own business at the*expense of tin* business of the nation they 
stand an excellent chance to be hung “ higher H aigm an” !><*- 
cause the national government will not permit 
any criminal 
disturbance of the nation’s business without calling the offend­ 
er to the bar of justice. 
All th at business needed was not real relief because their 
was no real ill menacing but a little encouragement from the 
national governm ent and having received substantial encour­ 
agement, the panicky brothers among the hankers and finan­ 
ciers need only to be sat upon. 
Present conditions and, now that the inside 
faets 
arc* 
known to the people, the confidence everywhere existing 
is 
abundant proof that there never was in this country any real 
'‘ause for a panic.

There is no reason wily this nation >houhi sutler aux sit 


in us inconvenience in business as a result of tin* war now being 
wtigeil in Europe. 
True there have been enormous withdrawals of wold from 
this country by European nations ami people. 
In fact before 


h general European war was considered bx the public goner 
ally as a probability the shipments of gold abroad were so 
heavy as to cause comment among financiers and writers on 
financial affairs. 


Tin* heavy shipment of gold abroad, however, exerted no 
appreciable effect tm business in this country and it was only 
after hostilities were actually begun that any fear at all was 
expressed that the money market of Ibis nation might as a con­ 
sequence, suffer some depression and exam then such a tear was 
expressed only by the most timid of hankers and business men. 
I he treasury <>l the \ nited States is in excellent condition 
to furnish relief for any real financial stringency resulting from 
the withdrawal of money by Europe. 
Already tin* national 
government has arranged to place fixv hundred millions of do! 
I ars in tin* grout financial (‘(niters to reliexo any strain brought 
about by heavy withdrawals. 
rile closing of tin* Now York stock exchange was a very' 
wise precautionary' measure on tin* part of American financiers 
because ii precluded the possibility of Hooding the country' with 
American securities hold in Europo. 
The happening of such a contingency would have worked 
to the detriment of this nation in two ways. 
First it would 
have taken an enormous sum of money abroad and second it 
would have resulted in beating down the price of American 
securities, especially industrial stocks to a figure 
far 
below 
their real worth. 
This would have destroyed confidence of 
Vmerican financiers holding American securities 
and 
would 
have had only one result-—a real panic. 
Provision has been made to prevent tin* frantic offering of 
American securities in this country at ruinous prices bv Europe, 
tin* government is amply able to provide* the means to meet any 
unusual drain from other causes and has made arrangement to 
do so, the nation never enjoyed better crop prospects nor bet­ 
ter prospect for good prices for food stuffs and ail that the 
hankers and business men need do is to go along in tin* even 
tenor of their way and there xviii not be a ripple on the surface. 
The only danger tin* business of the nation faces now is 
not from any real cause but from some innocent 
but 
weak­ 
kneed brethren among the bankers who max start to lock up 
money without rythm or reason. 
If any financiers should un­ 
dertake to bring on a panic for the sake of profiting in their 
own business at tin-expense of the business of the nation they 
stand an excellent chance to bi hung “ higher Hammon” be­ 
cause the national government will not permit 
any criminal 
disturbance of the nation’s business without calling the offend­ 
er to the bar of justice. 
All that business needed was not real relief because their 
was no real ill menacing but a little encouragement from the 
national government and having received substantial encour­ 
agement, the panicky brothers among the bankers and finan­ 
ciers need only to be sat upon. 
Present conditions and, now that the inside 
facts 
are 
known to the people, the confidence every'when* existing 
is 
abundant proof that there never was in this country any real 
l/iuse for a panic.
